THOUSANDS MOURN PASSING 
OF 
BISHOP F. L. HAYNES 
OF 
TEXAS, NORTH EAST 


Hundreds of saints from the 
great state of Texas and from 
around the nation filled the 
newly purchased Saintsville 
COGIC, the headquarters for 
Texas, North East to pay their 
last respects to their State 
Bishop of 23 years. Broken 
hearts were lifted as Bishop J. O. 
Patterson eulogized one of the 
great leaders of our time. 


Bishop Fred L. Haynes, Sr., was 
born in Jewett, Leon County, 
Texas, April 17, 1898, the 3rd 
son of 12 children. His parents 
were Rev. and Mrs. July Haynes. 


Bishop Haynes, was converted 
and baptized at the age of 10, in 
the Baptist Church, where he 
served as a leader of the B. Y. P. 
U. At the age of 13 he was saved 
and filled with the Holy Ghost 
in the Church of God in Christ, 
He was always a keen student 
and one who loved books and 
the study of the Bible. 


In 1919 he accepted the call to 
the ministry and became a 
zealous Evangelist and was 
licensed as a minister in 1920 by 
the late Bishop E. M. Wilson in 
Hillsboro, Texas. He established 
churches in Itasca and Mexia, 
Texas. 


In 1920 he met and married Ola 
Mae Alexander. To this union 8 
children were born 2 preceeding 
him in death. In 1922 he was 
called of the Lord to establish a 
church in Denton, Texas. He 
began his work there under a fly 
tent where he preached until 
vandals burned the tent. He 
continued preaching under a tree 
until he was able to buy lumber 
to build a frame church. During 
his 62 years in the ministry he 
pastored and built churches in 
Denton, Mexia, Ft. Worth, and 
Dallas, Texas. He served as 
District Superintendent of the 


Corsicana District for 28 years 
and was appointed Asst Overseer 
of the entire State of Texas, 
serving under Bishop C. H. 
Mason in 1951. 


He was appointed Bishop of 
Texas Northeast in 1954 where 
he served as a dynamic church 
and community leader of the 
highest rank. Bishop Haynes’ 
outstanding achievements were 
the aiding of the construction of 
the State Temple in Waco, 
Texas, the building of Haynes 
Chapel Church of God in Christ, 
the building of St. Andrews 
Church, Denton, Texas, the 
early fight to eliminate 
segregation in the Dallas Public 


Schools, and lastly the founding 
of Saintsville, the opulant 
headquarters of the Church of 
God in Christ, Texas Northeast. 


He is survived by his faithful 
wife, Mrs. Ola Mae Haynes, 4 
sons, Samuel B. Haynes, Rev. . 
Timothy Ray Haynes, Bishop J. 
Neaul Haynes, Abner Haynes, all 
of Dallas, 2 daughters, Mrs. 
Naomi Rogers of Denton, and 
Mrs. Maxine Kyle of Dallas, 1 
brother, Rev. Roy Haynes of 
Dallas, 2 sisters, Mrs. Aplha 
Stewart of San _ Francisco, 
California and Mrs. Omega Cole 
Vallejo, California, 21

Beyond this first basic 
prerequisite, however, the 
situation (as we have already 
seen) is complex. But although 
the pattern is complex, it is not 
chaotic. My purpose in this 
article is to bring some order 
into the picture by suggesting 
seven common denominators of 
growth. As I have studied 
American church growth, I have 
found that almost without 
exception, in some way or other, 
the churches which are growing 
well are scoring above average on 
each one of the seven points. 


Pastor heads the list. 
1. The Pastor. I would 
personally rather believe 


differently, but I cannot escape 
the mounting evidence that the 
pastor heads the list of factors 
common to growing churches in 
America. Show me a 
rapidly-growing church, and I 
will show you a dynamic leader 
whom God is using to make it 


happen. 


By naming the pastor as a vital 
factor for church growth, I do 
not for a moment mean to imply 
that he is the one who does all 
the work. In fact, that would 
really be a contradiction. The 
only pastors who can possibly 
do all the work are pastors of 
small churches, The bigger the 
church gets, the less a share of 
the total work the pastor himself 
can assume. 


No, the most important 
contribution the pastor can 
make to a growing church is to 
set the style. The pastor must 
create the mood for growth. 
Robert Schuller is thoroughly 
convinced on_ scriptural, 
psychological, sociological and 
pragmatic grounds that a pastor 
who is a “possibility thinker” 
will be able to lead his church 
into effective church growth. I 
have heard people snicker at this 
idea, but I have discovered no 
growing church in America led 
by an “impossibility thinker.” 


A possibility thinker, as I 
analyze it, really turns out to be 
a person with what the Bible 
calls the “gift of faith’? (I Cor. 
12:9.) Obviously, not all 
members of the body of Christ 
have the gift of faith. Everybody 
can’t be a Schuller just by 
deciding to think positively. But 
if you want your church to 
grow, ask God to do one of two 
things: 1) awaken possibility 
thinking or a greater measure of 
the gift of faith in the heart of 
your ‘pastor or 2) provide a 
pastor who has the gift of faith 
ans uses it. 


2. A Well-Mobilized Laity. Every 
one of the growing churches in 
America that I know of has 
developed a system to involve 
the laity of the church in its 
total ministry. 


The biblical principle behind this 
has been clearly articulated by 
Ray Stedman of the Peninsula 


Bible Church of Palo Alto, 
Calif., in his book, Body Life 
(Regal.) Every believer, says 
Stedman, possesses one or more 
spiritual gifts, and a chief 


responsibility of the pastor and 
the staff is to help each member 
of the church discover what his 
gift is and then give him the 
OPP Ostet Utn: 1.belse isa a nad 
encouragement to develop and 
use the gift for the benefit of the 
body. 


Different styles of bringing this 
about are appropriate for 
different churches. Some, like 
Jack Hyles, accomplish it by 
exerting a strong and 
authoritative leadership from the 
top of all departments. His 
people respond magnificently. 
Six hundred Sunday school 
teachers attend a weekly training 
class. Hundreds of volunteers 
man bus routes every Sunday, 
then follow up with visits in 
their areas during the week. 
Between 1,800 and 2,000 are 
trained soul-winners and actively 
use their gifts. The deacon board 
includes 101 men. Little wonder 
they now are forced to expand 
the 2,500-seat auditorium into 
one with 6,000 seats, 


But Hyles’ parishioners are 
factory workers, accustomed to 
taking orders and carrying them 
out. One could hardly imagine 
the same kind of leadership 
mobilizing the laity of a church 
like the Bel Air Presbyterian 
Church in Los Angeles where 
Donn Moomaw takes a much 
lower-key approach with his 
congregation of professionals, 
business executives and theater 
personalities. But whatever style 
it uses, a growing church must 
have a mobilized laity. 


My research over the past few 
years has made me very much 
disturbed with the term “Total 
mobilization” as defined in some 
circles, and I would like to warn 
against it. Some have been 
advocating that the way to help 
a church to grow is to mobilize 
100% of the members for aetive, 
evangelistic work. 


Tbh Siae kelyneduno Lemcotort al 
mobilization” is unbiblical, since 
just as the whole body cannot be 
an eye (I Cor. 12:17), every 
member cannot have the gift of 
evangelist (Eph. 4:11) Every 
believer is a witness all right, but 
every one is not an evangelist. 
When Jesus left the earth, He 
left about 120 members of the 
First Church of Jerusalem. Of 
them, however, He had trained 
12, 10% as those particularly 
responsible for spreading the 
Gospel in active evangelistic 
work, 


If all Christians would find and 
use what gifts they do have, this 
would release a power for 
church growth that might well 
do more to bring this nation to 
Christ than anything we have 
seen since the Great Awakening.

Many of us have gone through 
all different kinds of trials, tests, 
problems or what have you. 
There always seem to be one 
that excells the others in the 
amount of pressure it causes and 
many sleepless nights. This is the 
kind I would like to talk about. 


Marriage is such a beautiful thing 
when it is God given and two 
people are really in love. My 
marriage was like this (so I 
thought.) After eighteen years of 
being a wife and mother, it 
hasn’t been easy to become a 
single parent. 


The devil will walk in who ever 
allows enough space for him to 
enter in. Somehow he managed 
to get a solid hold in my home 
and destroyed it. I suppose 
things were falling apart before I 
actually realized it. Both of us 
being “saints” I’m sure it’s hard 
to believe that such a marriage 
could be destroyed. You see we 
loved each other madly. At least 
I loved that way, I love 
completely; I’m not sure if that’s 
fault or a virtue. 


Satan looked on this and didn’t 
like it at all. We were known 
over the Church world as the 
“Tdeal couple’, so he was 
delighted to wreck this kind of 
bond. 


Things began to happen three 
years ago that I didn’t 
understand, because I didn’t 
expect them to “ever” happen 
to me. Rejection was the first 
thing I had to learn to deal with.

Mason 
returned to Lexington, Miss. he 
found all the doors of the 
churches closed against him and 
those who believed and 
supported the doctrine of 
Sanctification. Therefore he was 
forced to deliver his first 
message from the south entrance

The 
Choir beautifully robed rendered 
music fitting for the occasion. 
The sermon was delivered by the 
Host Pastor, Elder William Pratt 
speaking from the subject: “Be 
Sure Your Sins Will Find You 
Out.” Bishop T. T. Scott, State 
Presiding Bishop brought the 
message the second night backed 
up by the great St. James 
Temple Choir. Those who are 
blessed to know Bishop Scott, 
will remember that he is a 
stalwart minister of the Gospel. 
He brought a message that 
electrified the convention from 
the subject: ‘God Is’ The 
audience was brought to its feet 
just at the remembrance that 
God is the source of our supply 
for the present, the foundation 
upon which the nation rest 
today and the HOPE of ou 
future. ‘ 


The third and last day of the 
Convention was perhaps the 
finest. It was more like a State 
Convention. The missionaries 
and lay women of the State had 
free course to utilize their talents 
in glorifying and magnifying the 
name of God, while the Bishop 
and State Board of Elders joined 
in the joyful sound. 

Mother Ida Lee Harris, State 
Supervisor brought a message of 
inspiration and hope on the 
Theme, backed up by the 
Women’s State Chorus and 
Guest Choir “all dressed in 
white.” She admonished the 
women to go back to the old 
land mark and continued in 
prayer and fasting until God 
move and “rain righteousness 
upon you.” The women were 
encouraged to ever more stand 
for the doctrine of the Church 
of God in Christ TRUE 
HOLINESS.

a base for the covering and each 
is connected to a stem known as 
the handle. I thought over this 
for the revelation stopped.

Hypocrises, 
4, Envy, 5. Evil Speaking, this 
one is one of the worst. 


People usually believe what one 
says about another before trying 
to find out for themselves, All of 
these are sin which is the 
covering of the umbrella (Isa. 
30:1.) Woe or destruction comes 
to strangers (rebellious) children 
if we cover with a covering of sin 
instead of a covering of His 
Spirit. The umbrella is held up 
by a handle of pride. Pride goes 
before destruction and a 
haughty spirit before a fall. 
(Prov. 16:18.) Therefore let us 
use God the Father, God the 
Son, God the Holy Ghost all 
three in one as the straps and 
snaps to keep the umbrella 
closed so love, peace, 


compassion for one another in 
words and deed so the umbrella 
of sin will remain close for what 
we do to another we do to God.

middle and even older adults, it 
must strive to fuse identity and 
intimacy by providing more 
satisfying relationships. Young 
adults in our church are 
searching and the quest is for 
prolific meaning in life. They 
have grown weary or form with 
function, and of piety and 
dogma without relevance and 
power in life. Many talents and 
abilities have limited use and 
vague applicability and 
appreciation within the 
framework of our church.

Drama needs to be brought back 
to its rightful place-the church 


theater, or better still, the 
Church of God in Christ 
Amphitheater for the 


Performing and Visual Arts. 


On. the other hand, paintings, 
pieces of sculpture, drawings, 
crafts, and other works of artists 
in our church need greater and 
broader exposure. The theater 
could also provide housing and 
exhibitions for them, too. 
Artists who are members of the 
Church of God in Christ, for the 
most part, go virtually 
unnoticed. Tell me, how many 
C.0.G.LC. artists do you know? 
How much of their work have 
you seen displayed or given 
recognition? Well, whether you 
are aware of them or not, artists 
of a phenomenal variety are 
among us; and art institutes and 
other schools and universities are 
giving them exposure and 
recognition and _ further 
developing their skills, Finally, 
let’s look at music. The business 
of music is an ever-changing and 
dynamic field with definite 
growth characteristics. If you are 
not an amateur or a professional 
performer, in the area of music, 
then you are perhaps a listener. 
Music is a universal language and 
those who do not listen to music 
are in very short supply. Here 
are some figures that might 
astound you. 


Aggregate annual sales of 
musical instruments, accessories 
and printed music went.far past 


the one billion dollar mark last 
year in America. Tape cartridges 
and cassettes surged to over 
$500 million worth of sales last 
year, and the dollar sales of LP 
disc records represented over 
eighty-seven percent of the total 
$1.2 billion worth of disc record 
sales in the United States. The 
growth of the music industry in 
the past ten years has far 
outstripped the increase in the 
gross national product of the 
country as a whole. 


Included in the above figures are 
the talents recorded by singers 
or .vocalists, musicians, 
composers, songwriters, 
producers and directors who are 
members of the Church of God 
in Christ. Should talents so 
marketable such as these in our 
church go unnoticed by our 
church? What are we going to do 
about the growth and expansion 
in this field? The music industry 
still remains a highly viable one, 
and if we are keenly sensitive, it 
could be a_ tremendously 
rewarding asset both spiritually 
and financially for our church. 


We necessarily need to focus, 


without diversionary 
indifference, upon building 
facilities for providing more 
exposure for all the 
aforementioned artists and 
budding artists in all categories. 
It should be plain for anyone 
with half a mind to look and see 
that all life is change; and action 
and events are on-going. Inertia 
is not life but death. We MUST 
NOT limit the availability of our 
own possibilities, to ourselves, 
our children, our church and to 
the world. Each one of us has 
within our reach the power to 
effect a dramatic, progressive 
change in our church. Now is the 
time to let go of the incidental 
“baggage” of the past, however 
well it has served us, and take up 
the accoutrements of t h e 
present. Change not only is 
coming but is here. It is an 
ingredient of every day we live. 
We must all rally behind the 
vision of Saints Center Complex 
which MUST become a reality to 
include the James Oglethorpe 
Patterson Amphitheater for 


Performing and Visual Arts, 
(J.O.P.U.) James Oglethorpe 
Patterson University, and a 


multi-purpose recording facility 
for C.0.G.1.C. Productions, Inc. 


What a beautiful and enormous 
opportunity for all of us to 
become fully alive!!!

his ‘‘foot in the door.” If saints 
would just realize that 
depression or heavy, dark moods 
are the work of the Enemy, they 
need never experience a 
depressed day. When you start 
feeling something negative 
“coming on” and you know it is 
the Enemy and you open the 
door so that he can get his whole 
body in, you are giving him an 
opportunity to become a 
constant companion who begins

happens you find it difficult to 
shake depression and you are 
often contemplating suicide and 
acting in ways you would not 
have believed possible of 
yourself. When you step back 
and look at yourself, you know 
that something isn’t right, you 
want with all your heart things 
to be different, but you find, to 
your horror, that you _ are 
absolutely powerless to change! 
ONLY the power of God can 
eternally free you: saint or 
sinner. 


However, instead of opening the 
door which has Satan’s toe or 
foot in it, you can deal with 
oppression/depression. First of 
all, you must not be deceived by 
Satan’s attempts to make you 
feel justified with your negative 
thoughts or to think you have 
EARNED the RIGHT to be 
depressed. Such nonsense is his 
way of getting you more deeply 
involved, Thus, it is important 
that you know and believe that 
depression is not ordained by or 
sent by God as a healthy outlet 
or safety valve. Secondly, you 
must wage your own war. James 
4:7 instructs you to ““RESIST 
THE DEVIL AND HE WILL 
FLEE FROM YOU.” Whenever 
you feel yourself even slightly 
depressed you have two choices 
of action: (1) to. start 


your life or the life of someone 
you love depended on it; or (2) 
If you believe and know that 
“‘oreater is He that is in you than 
he that is in the world;” that 
Jesus indeed has more power 
than the Enemy, then you 
simply tell Satan with all the 
force and authority you have 
that He is STILL the Liar he has 
been since the days of Eve and 
that JESUS is STILL the Victor 
He has ALWAYS been; 
command Him, in the Name of 
Jesus, to leave your mind or to 
just completely LEAVE YOU 
ALONE! - and THEN praise 
God! This will work everytime. 
Jesus does break every fetter; 
every chain of self-pity, 
self-doubt, suspicion, fear, guilt 
or despair - JESUS can and 
WILL demolish them all. 


In conclusion, depression is 
nothing to play with. It is a 
serious emotion and shows that 
you are hurting and even angry. 
However, allowing oneself to 
remain depressed for long 
periods of time can _ be 
dangerous, both spiritually and 
physically. Often even 
occasional depressions are bad 
néws because you are yet held 
depression (as well as any other 
of Satan’s devices.) The only 
thing the Enemy can do is try to 
surround or cover you with it; 
this is oppression.
